(Hearing was taking up in the Downes 
laundry nuisance at No. 407 Washington 
street. 

John Schuemann, a baker, at No. 405 
Washington street, stated that the ex- 
haust steam came through the wooden 
partition 'which separates his bakery from 
the laundry and caused much damage; 
also the men in his employ complained 
of the smell and that the room in which 
they occupied was so damp that they 
were unable to sleep there, which -was 
caused by the steam; the room has not 
been occupied for ithe pasitt six months. 

Otto Burchardt, a painter, stated that 
the steam had effect on the plaster on 
the walls of Mr. Schuemann’s premises 
and that he had made several repairs to 
the room in which the men occupied. 

Building Inspector Steigleiter said he 
investigated Schuemann‘s complaint and 
found that the steam escaped through the 
wooden partition which separates the 
laundry from the bakery and when con- 
densed the water ran under the roofing 
boards. 

Frank Wetzel, of No. 728 Lexington 
avenue, Brooklyn, said he was the agent 
for the property which is owned by an 
estate. 'He said the landlord was willing 
to do anything to abate the nuisance. 

Health Warden Kudlich, who resides 
on Hudson street, in the rear of Downes’ 
Jaundry, complained about the soot which 
eminates from the boiler, soiling their 
cloths when hung out to dry. 

Dr. Kudlich read several letiters to the 
Board from residents in ‘the neighborhood 
relative to the laundry nuisance. 

On motion of Dr. Steadman the hearing 
was closed and that Mr, Downes be noti- 
fied to appear at the next meeting of the 
Board.

Thhe Honorable Board of Health: 

Gentlemen—I herewith submit my an- 
nual report as attorney for the Board of 
Health for the year ending A'pril 30, 
1901. 

‘Since May 1st. 1900, I fiave tried sixty 
(60 )eases in the Recorider’s Court of tne 
City of Hoboken, for vio'atons of the or- 
dinances of the Board of Health. <A 
large majority of these were prosecuted 
against individuals who failed to take out 
dog licenses and in every case the prose- 
eution resulted in the defendant comply- 
ing with the law. 

During the past year ‘the Mayor and 
Council of the City of Hoboken have re- 
pealed the city ordinances relating to the 
public pound and ot dozs anid have turned 
these matters over to the Board of 
Health. In compliance with the reques: 
of your [Honorable Body I drew an ordi- 
nanee regulating ‘he keepin'g of dogs and 
other animals, a’*copy of ‘which is hereto 
attached. 


I respectfully call 'the attention of your 
Honorable Board 'to Section 4 of the or- 
dinance which provides that whenever a 
written complaint duly verilfied shall be 
presented to the Recorder of the City of 
Hoboken, stating that any dog nas bitten 
any. person or any horse or otnaer beast 
of burden whille in any public place or 
thoroughfare in the City of 'Hioboken, the 
Recorder shall issue a swmmons or war- 
rank for arrest, which shall be executed 
iby any ‘police officer of the city or consta- 
ble of the counity, upon ‘tne owner or 
keeper of said dog, commanding him to 
appear before the Recorder on a certain 
day, and show cause wiy said dog shall 
not be seized and destroyed. If the Re- 
eorder slhiall on the return ‘day of the sum- 
mons or warrant or on any day to whica 
tae hearing on the complaint may be ad- 
journed, ‘find that the facts set forth in 
the complaint are true, and shall be sat- 
sified that said dog is vicious or mad or 


@ memiace to life and health and ougat to 


be destroyed, ttaen and in such case the 
Recorder shall order that said dog be 
seized by any police officer of the city, 
or agent of the Board of Health, and de- 
livered to the Board of Health for de- 
scruction. The owner or keeper of said 
dog refusing or failing to deliver posses- 
sion of said dog in accordance with tne 
order of tne Recorder, shall be guilty of 
a violation of tais ordinanice, and on con- 
viction thereof shall forfeit and pay a 
penalty of not less ‘than five (5) dollars, 
nor more tthan twenty-five (25) dollars, 
<he amount of such penalty to be left to 
the disicretion of ihe Recorder. 

Section 5 of the ordinance provides that 
the officer or agent in charge of tae Pub- 
lic Pound shall immedialtely destroy all 
animals in the Public Pound having an 
infectious or contagious disease. 

Section 7 of the ordinance provides, 
that all animals caught and impounded 
and remaining in ihe Public Pound unre- 
deemed at the expiration of three (8) 
days, sinall be sold alt public auction ‘to 
wae ‘highest bidder. ‘Notice of all gales 
containing a brief descripvion of the ani- 
m'al or animals. to be sold shall be con- 
spicuously posted on the Public Pound 
at least three (8) days previous to the 
daie of said sale. All animals which can- 
not be sold shall be killed. 

These ‘provisions are new, and if prop- 
erly carried out will prove a decided 
public benefit. 

That the turning over ‘o ithe Board cf 
Healt of the licensing of dogs by the 
Mayor ‘and Council of this city has been 
successful is shown Iby the fact that in 
previous years the City Clerk has never 
issued more than three hundred (800) 
dog licenses per year, and for the five 


years last past the average has been two 
hundred and seventy-five (275) per year, 
whereas, in the first year in which the 
Board of Health nas had control of this 
matter over twelve hundred (1200) li- 
censes have been taken out. 

‘Another ordinance which has been 
drawn by me during the past year, and 
which is ‘nereltto attached, is tae one 
known as the smoke nuisance. ‘This or- 
dinance is modelled after the one in effect 
in New York City, and I think will prove 
efficient in Hoboken, where so many fac- 
tories and industries are being escab- 
lished. 

I would respectfully recommend to 
your Honorable 'Body a thorough revi- 
sion of the Sanitary Code. ‘This Code 
was adopted nearly ten years ago, and is 
very obsolete and ‘inefficient: in a great 
muny ways. Its provisions have been 
amended from ttiime to ttime, but it seems 
to me that the whole ordinance should 
be tioroughly revised.

1. Immediately upon receipt of a re- 

port of a case of smallpox, the Clerk will 

notifv the President of the Board and 
the Health Warden. 

_ 2. The Warden will visit the case and 

instruct the Police lyepartment to place

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an officer on the premises to maintain a 
strict quarantine until further orders. 

3. The Warden will instruct the Clerk 
to notify the County Board. Before and 
after office hours the Warden wul attend 
to the notification. 

4. The Health Inspector, upon being 
notified by the Warden, will immediately 
place himself at the orders of that of- 
ficer. 

5. It is the duty of the Warden to 
cause all inmates of the infected prem- 
ises to be vaccinated at once, either by 
himself or the family physician.
